The use of commercial fertilizer, in 
the cg&nion of the average layman 
Is an admission of worn out soil. It 
is the last resort in the effort to main 
tain profitable c.op production. West- 
en Canada has boasted of the natural 
fertility of Us soils, and that the use 
)f special fe.tBzer would be a consid 
oration of the remote future. 

However, things arc not always ns 
they appear to be; science has im¬ 
proved and cheapened fertilizeis; has 
g ven us greater and more accu ate 
knowledge conccning soils and plant> 
and their intei relationships, and fin¬ 
ally in Western Canada we are just 
oeg lining to study our soil problems 
We are finding that we have problems 
•h it are peculiar to our western con- 
Jilions. These problems must be sol¬ 
ved th ough study and experimenta- 
tn. 

The application of Commercial fer 
illzer to the grain fields of Western 
Canada, would, in the opinion of 
many, be as inconsistent as the “hul- 
ing of coal to New Castle.” However, 
during the past two years, a well or 
ganized programme for the testing of 
commercial fertilizer in the three 
Prairie Provinces has been under way 
This progromme Is being conducted 
under the cooperative auspices 


The Provincial Depaltment of Agric¬ 
ulture and the Consolidated Smelters 
of T ail, B. C. A considerable amount 
of this testing has been done in South 
;rn Alberta under the direction of 
the Raymond School of Agriculture.

The Hudson Bay Railway 
was built by the Canadian Nati| nal 
Railways. 

The entire townsite at Churchill Is 
owned by the Province of M nitobn 
and it is to be develped along modern 
town planning lines. No pr >perty 
will be sold but, instead there will be 
long term leases subject to reasonable 
revision at stated periods, such as 
every three or five years. 

Engineers are now at Churchill 
working out plans for water works 
water mains and sewerage lines. The 
town plan will specify locations of 
public buildings, schools, churches 
railway station, hotels, business stre 
ets, residential section and recreation 
grounds. Adequate surveys will be 
made this year. A compact settlement 
is planned with the initial residential 
construction possibly in the form 
of apartment houses, heated by a cent 
ral plant that would also furnish heat 
for business blocks and public build¬ 
ings. Settlement will adhere to a care 
fully devised town planning scheme 
with proper safeguards made for 
future development and attention 
given to recreatlrial facilities. 

Many applications from those 
who wish to establish business lions' 
of all descriptions at the new seaport 
are being received by the Manitba 
Government. Three or four hotels 
hlq restaurants and a lumber yard 
will mark the initial construction at 
C^iurhill and work on these will prob¬ 
ably start in October, when the sur¬ 
vey will, it Is expected, have been 
completed.

EC MAY REQUIRE

Ottawa, September 24, (Special to 
the Recorder)—Greece this year may 
have to ’import mo. e wheat. Though 
a larger area was sown to wheat in 
that country, the heavy rainfall and 
hailstorms »n several of the egricul- 
lural regions seem to indicate that 
the yield of wheat may be further 
reduced and imports corre pondingly 
increased.

Canada’s wild life has a capital 
valuation of one billion dollars and 
represents a yearly business turn¬ 
over to the Donilniou of about 
$45.000 000.

F. Lewis, of the 
Department of the Interior, told 
the delegates to the Provincial- 
Dominion game conference at Ot¬ 
tawa the other day. The valua¬ 
tion includes the fur harvest, game 
fish and their attendant effect upon 
Iho manufacturers of firearms and 
fishing tackle not to mention rail¬ 
ways, tourist camps, magazine pub¬ 
lishers and others who derive a 
certain revenue from this source. 

Badges will he worn by all big 
game hunters in New Brunswick 
during the season opening Septem¬ 
ber 15 for deer and October 1 for 
moose.

Town Planning 
in Alberta 

(Being a series of short articles ex¬ 
planatory of the provisions of The 

Alberta Town Planning Act and 
Regulations thereunder.) 

BY HORACE L. SEYMOUR 
Provincial Director of Town Planning 

Article Two 

THE SUBDIVISION OF LANDS BY 
REGISTRATION OF PLANS 

A subdivision has been m^dc and 
may be again the genUU of a cty. 
Every subdivision aa . proposed de¬ 
serves careful attention. 

Regulations of the Department of 
Public Works in regard to subdivis¬ 
ions of land include the provision: 
“all land to be subdivided shall be 
eminently suited for the pu pose it 
is intended” and ‘‘should it appear 
that the whole or any part of the 
land proposed to be subdivided, is not 
in the publis interest to be subdivid¬ 
ed or offered for sale to the public” 
the registration of such subdivision 
can be refused. With certain excep 
tions 10 p.c. of the total area of a 
subdivision being registered is to be 
set aside for public or park purposes: 
residential lots are to be at least 
fifty feet wide. 

For subdivisions outside of cities, 
towns or villages, there must be reg¬ 
istered a caveat, which is in effect a 
simple form or zoning by lav/, class¬ 
ifying the use of lots for residential 
commercial, industrial, or agricul¬ 
tural purposes until there be formed 
a village or town which can make its 
own zoning regulations. 

It should be stressed that by the 
intelligent co-operation of the owner 
the su.veyor and the government of¬ 
ficials concerned, many mistake! of 
the past can be avoided. 

Tentative plans of proposed subdiv¬ 
isions as p 2 epared by an Alberta : ur 
veyor should be fowarded to the Dir¬ 
ector of Surveys, Parliament Build¬ 
ings, Edmonton. All such plans arc 
also subject to the approval of the 
Provincial Town Planning Boa.d, and 
to consideration by a local Tov/n 
Planning Commission where appoint-
